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Claims 

[d] 1. A device for communication, comprising: 
an optical sensor to capture an image; and 
a processor to identify or select a class of data in the im- 
age and to perform a predetermined function in re- 
sponse to the class of data. 

[c2] 2. The device of claim 1, wherein the optical sensor 

comprises one of a charge coupled device, a complimen- 
tary metal oxide semiconductor (CMOS) and a camera. 

[c3] 3. The device of claim 1, further comprising a data 
structure including computer-executable instructions 
executable by one of the optical sensor and the proces- 
sor to decode pixels in the image to identify or select the 
class of data. 

[c4] 4. The device of claim 1, wherein the class of data com- 
prises data visible to a human eye. 

[c5] 5. The device of claim 4, further comprising a display to 
display at least one of the image and the class of data.

6. The device of claim 1, wherein the class of data com- 
prises data that is unintelligible to a human eye. 



[c7] 7. The device of claim 1, wherein the class of data com- 
prises at least one of a phone number, a list of phone 
numbers, a bar code, access information to a web site, a 
sequence of commands, and information associated with 
a product or service. 

[c8] 8. The device of claim 7, wherein the sequence of com- 
mands comprises commands to be performed automati- 
cally by a communication device. 

[c9] g. The device of claim 8, wherein the communication de- 
vice comprises a cellular telephone. 

[do] io. The device of claim 7, wherein the sequence of com- 
mands comprises commands to be performed by a com- 
munication device in response to a password. 

[cH] 11. The device of claim 10, wherein the communication 
device comprises a cellular telephone. 

[d2] 12. The device of claim 10, further comprising at least 
one of a user interface and a voice recognition function 
to enter the password. 

[d3] 13. The device of claim 1, wherein the optical sensor is 
operable to capture the image from one of a television, a 
video monitor, and a fixed medium. 



[d4] 14. The device of claim 1, wherein the predetermined 
function comprises one of transmitting a signal to order 
a product or service, decoding data from one or more 
images to reprogram a communication device, down- 
loading communication device setup parameters, storing 
one or more phone numbers, establishing a call, storing 
information associated with a web site or email address, 
accessing a web site, and sending an email message. 

[d5] 15. The device of claim 14, wherein transmitting a signal 
to order a product or service comprises sending one of a 
short message service (SMS) message, email message, or 
voice or data message, each including information asso- 
ciated with a purchaser. 

[c16] 16. The device of claim 1, further comprising a user in- 
terface to at least one of select the class of data from the 
image, edit the class of data, store the class data and 
transmit the class of data. 

[d7] 17. a device for communication, comprising: 
an optical sensor to capture an image; 
a processor, wherein a data structure operable in associ- 
ation with one of the optical sensor, the processor and a 
mobile system includes computer-executable instruc- 
tions to identify or select a class of data in the image; 
another data structure operable in association with the 



processor to perform a predetermined function in re- 
sponse to the class of data; and 

a transmitter to transmit signals in response to the class 
of data. 

[d8] 18. The device of claim 17, wherein the data structure 
operable in association with one of the optical sensor, 
the processor and the mobile system includes computer- 
executable instructions executable by one of the optical 
sensor, the processor and the mobile system to decode 
pixels in the image to identify or select the class of data. 

[d9] 19. The device of claim 17, further comprising a storage 
device to store at least one of the image and the class of 
data. 

[c20] 20. The device of claim 17, further comprising a display 
to display at least one of the image and the class of data. 

[c21] 21. The device of claim 20, further comprising at least 
one function button to select the class of data from the 
image. 

[c22] 22. The device of claim 21, further comprising a pointing 
device to select the class data from the image. 

[c23] 23. The device of claim 17, further comprising a user in- 
terface to at least one of select the class data from the 



image, edit the class of data, store the class of data and 
transmit the class of data. 

[c24] 24. The device of claim 17, wherein the class of data 
comprises at least one of a phone number, a list of 
phone numbers, access information to a web site, a se- 
quence of commands, and information associated with a 
product or service. 

[c25] 25. The device of claim 17, wherein the predetermined 
function comprises one of transmitting a signal to order 
a product or service, decoding data from one or more 
images to reprogram a communication device, down- 
loading communication device setup parameters, storing 
one or more phone numbers, establishing communica- 
tions, storing information associated with a web site or 
email address, accessing a web site, and sending an 
email message. 

[c26] 26. A device for communication, comprising: 
a microphone to receive an acoustic signal; and 
a processor to decode a class of data from the acoustic 
signal and to perform a predetermined function in re- 
sponse to the class of data. 

[c27] 27. The device of claim 26, wherein the class of data 
comprises at least one of a phone number, a list of 



phone numbers, a bar code, access information to a web 
site, a sequence of commands, and information associ- 
ated with a product or service. 

[c28] 28. The device of claim 27, wherein the sequence of 

commands comprises commands performable automati- 
cally by a communication device. 

[c29] 29. The device of claim 27, wherein the sequence of 

commands comprises commands performable by a com- 
munication device in response to a password. 

[c30] 30. The device of claim 29, further comprising at least 
one of a user interface and a voice recognition system to 
enter the password. 

[c31] 31. The device of claim 26, wherein the predetermined 
function comprises one of transmitting a signal to order 
a product or service, decoding data from one or more 
images to reprogram a communication device, down- 
loading communication device setup parameters, storing 
one or more phone numbers and storing information as- 
sociated with a web site or email address, establishing 
communications, accessing a web site, and sending an 
email message. 

[c32] 32. A method for communication, comprising: 
capturing an image; 



identifying or selecting a class of data in the image; and 
performing a predetermined function in response to the 
class of data. 

[c33] 33. The method of claim 32, further comprising decod- 
ing pixels in the image to identify or select the class of 
data. 

[c34] 34. The method of claim 32, further comprising display- 
ing at least one of the image and the class of data. 

[c35] 35. The method of claim 32, wherein identifying or se- 
lecting the class of data comprises identifying at least 
one of a phone number, a list of phone numbers, a bar 
code, access information to a web site, a sequence of 
commands, and information associated with a product or 
service. 

[c36] 36. The method of claim 35, further comprising per- 
forming the sequence of commands automatically. 

[c37] 37. The method of claim 35, further comprising per- 
forming the sequence of commands in response to a 
password. 

[c38] 38. The method of claim 35, further comprising receiv- 
ing the password via at least one of a voice recognition 
system and a user interface. 



[c39] 39. The method of claim 32, wherein performing the 

predetermined function comprises one of transmitting a 
signal to order a product or service, decoding data from 
one or more images to reprogram a communication de- 
vice, downloading communication device setup parame- 
ters, storing one or more phone numbers, storing infor- 
mation associated with a web site or email address, es- 
tablishing a phone call, accessing a web site and sending 
an email message. 

[c40] 40. The method of claim 39, wherein transmitting a sig- 
nal to order a product or service comprises sending one 
of a short message service (SMS) message, an email 
message, or a voice or data message, each including in- 
formation associated with a purchaser. 

[c41] 4i. The method of claim 39, further comprising retriev- 
ing purchaser information from a data source in re- 
sponse to transmitting a signal to order a product or 
service. 

[c42] 42. The method of claim 32, further comprising at least 
one of selecting the class of data from the image, editing 
the class of data, storing the class of data and transmit- 
ting the class of data. 

[c43] 43. a method for communication, comprising: 



receiving an acoustic signal; 

identifying or selecting a class of data from the acoustic 
signal; and 

performing a predetermined function in response to the 
class of data. 

[c44] 44. The method of claim 43, wherein identifying or se- 
lecting the class of data comprises identifying at least 
one of a phone number, a list of phone numbers, a bar 
code, access information to a web site, a sequence of 
commands, and information associated with a product or 
service. 

[c45] 45. The method of claim 44, further comprising per- 
forming the sequence of commands automatically. 

[c46] 46. The method of claim 44, further comprising per- 
forming the sequence of commands in response to a 
password. 

[c47] 47. The method of claim 43, wherein performing the 

predetermined function comprises one of transmitting a 
signal to order a product or service, decoding data from 
one or more images to reprogram a communication de- 
vice, downloading communication device setup parame- 
ters, storing one or more phone numbers, storing infor- 
mation associated with a web site or email address, es- 



tablishing a phone call, accessing a web site and sending 
an email message. 

[c48] 48. A computer-readable medium having computer- 
executable instructions for performing a method, com- 
prising: 

capturing an image; 

identifying or selecting a class of data in the image; and 
performing a predetermined function in response to the 
class of data. 

[c49] 49. The computer-readable medium having computer- 
executable instructions for performing the method of 
claim 48, further comprising decoding pixels in the im- 
age to identify or select the class of data. 

[c50] 50. The computer-readable medium having computer- 
executable instructions for performing the method of 
claim 48, wherein identifying or selecting the class of 
data comprises identifying at least one of a phone num- 
ber, a list of phone numbers, a bar code, access infor- 
mation to a web site, a sequence of commands, and in- 
formation associated with a product or service. 

[c51] 51. The computer-readable medium having computer- 
executable instructions for performing the method of 
claim 50, further comprising performing the sequence of 



commands automatically. 

[c52] 52. The computer-readable medium having computer- 
executable instructions for performing the method of 
claim 50, further comprising performing the sequence of 
commands in response to a password. 

[c53] 53. The computer-readable medium having computer- 
executable instructions for performing the method of 
claim 48, wherein performing the predetermined func- 
tion comprises one of transmitting a signal to order a 
product or service, decoding data from one or more im- 
ages to reprogram a communication device, download- 
ing communication device setup parameters, storing one 
or more phone numbers, storing information associated 
with a web site or email address, establishing a phone 
call, accessing a web site and sending an email message. 

[c54] 54. The computer-readable medium having computer- 
executable instructions for performing the method of 
claim 53, wherein transmitting a signal to order a prod- 
uct or service comprises sending one of a short message 
service (SMS) message, an email message, or a voice or 
data message, each including information associated 
with a purchaser.
